Awful Work of Fiends on an Ala- 


bama Eailroad. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., 
Dec. 28.—Mends 


in human form wrecked Birmingham 
Mineral passenger train No. 40 at Cahaba 
river bridge, twenty-seven miles from 
here,at 7:50 o'clock yesterday morn ing and 
twenty-four lives were lost. The wreck is 
regarded as having been accomplished by 
the removal of a rail on the middle span of 
the tressle. 
This derailed the train, 


which caused it to fall down tho two spans 
and precipitated it into the river, HOfeet 
below. 


The wreck was the worst that ever oc- 


curred in the state, and the survivors are 
so few and are so badly hurt that they are 
unable to give any detailed description of 
how it ail happened. It is not known and 
may never be ascertained just how many 
passengers were on the train. Most of 
them were miners and residents of min- 
ing towns in this district, who had round 
trip holiday tickets and were returning to 
their homes along the line of the Birming- 
ham Mineral railroad. Conductor A. P. 
, 


Connell, -who probably knew better than | 
anybody else as to how many passengers ( 
were aboard, is dead. It is thought, how- j 
ever, that there were not exceeding thirty- : 
thiiee. Nine persons escaped alive, -but 
several of them will probably die. 


The ill fated train was a local passenger 


which left here at 6:30 a. m., and was 
scheduled to make a circuit of the Bir- 
mingham Mineral, which is a branch of 
the Louisville and Nashville, reaching all 
the Important mining towns in the dis- 
trict. The train, consisting of an engine, 
a baggage car and two coaches, left here 
and went to Taccoa, on the main line of 
the Louisville and Nashville. 
There it 


switched off to the Birmingham Mineral 
track and went to Guruee, from Gurnee to 
Blocton. 


Sue miles south of Gurneo is the Cahaba 


i river, a shallow mountain stream which 


has a depth at this time of only about 
three or four feet. This river is spanned 
by an iron bridge with wooden trestles 
on each side. Its entire length is 800 feet, 
*tnd the longth of" th~e "main span7"where' 
the wreck occurred, is 110 feet. 
The 


bridge was built only four years ago and 
was regarded as a very strong structure. 
The main span and the span just beyond 
it, both made of iron, gave \vav and pre- 
cipitated the train into the river. 


When the relief train from Birmingham 


arrived nothing was left of the wreckage 
but the smouldering ruins. 
Charred 


corpses were packed in between the iron 
frame work where the seats had been, 
most of the bodies having been burned 
beyond recognition. Some had their heads 
burned off and of others nothing was left 
but the mere skeleton. As rapidly as pos- 
sible the remains were taken oat and laid 
in a row on the river bank. 


Of the survivors Sam Spencer was the 


only one of the train crew that escaped 
alive. He was the colored fireman. He 
jumped from the engine while it was in 
mid-air and landed in the water some dis- 
tance from where the engine felL His 
only injury was a broken arm. He left 
the scene /or Blocton on foot almost im- 
mediately after the wreck, apparently 
crazed with fright. 


Of the eight other survivors three were 


children, all of whom had their feet 
burned and smashed, and a lady who had 
both feet crushed. The other three were 
Henry Handberry, a conductor from Bir- 
mingham, who was taking his wife and 
two children out for a ride around the cir- 
cuit, and Will Gardner and Andrew Bry- 
son, miners from Blocton, Handberry 
was on the same seat with his wife and 
children when the crash came. The latter 
three were killed and he was pinned down 
and would have been burned alive had he 
not been rescued by Bryson and Gardner. 
These two men also saved the unknown 
•womait and three children, but by the 
time they had rescued these five persons 
the boat had become so intense that tbej 
•were compelled to desist in their work of 
rcff.no. 


Dr. Rap, a Blocton physician, who at- 


teml«cl Gardner, ono of the injured snr- 
vivor.=, telegraphs the statement made by 
Gardner as to the cause of the wreck. 
Garaser says that whea he felt the cars 
leave tha- tr.-w-k he looked ont and saw 
throe sivase looking meti rushing from a 
hiding place down towards the water's 
odc^ sn«l that after the wreck they went 
through tin? vrrcckace, robbing the dead 
and -n-una<ied, and then fled to the woods. 
They dad lieir work quickly, and offered 
no asKi.'ianfo T7hnUsver in the way of 
rescuing the imprisoned and injured pas- 


above the river bed. The flames from the 
burning cars below brought him to a con- 
sciousness of his perilous position. He 
managed to extricate himself, and fell 
bleeding and mangled to the river bottom 
into two feet of water. He then pulled 
himself underneath a large rock and, pro- 
tected to some extent by the running 
water, he escaped the flames, but was not 
able long to survive his in j uries. 


W. D. Bast, a bridge foreman, was 


killed In a second wreck, which resulted 
from a collision of construction trains at 
the scene of the first disaster six hours 
after the bridge catastrophe.

GUILTY OF ARSON. 


A Wealthy Manufacture* 'Convicted by 


His Own Evidence. 


NEW YOKK, Dec. 29.—Isaac Zuker, a 


wealthy real estate owner and manufac- 
turer, was last night convicted of arson in 
the first degree in causing his Division 
street store to be set on fire and himself 
aiding in the arrangements for igniting it 
It was claimed by the prosecution that 
Zuker was the chief of the gang of firebugs 
whose gigantic operations three years ago 
startled the insurance world, and Morris 
Schoenholz, a forty year'termer in Sing 
Sing for his connection with this crime, 
was brought from prison to testify against 
Zuker. 


The district attorney, however, failed to 


make out a good case until Zuker went on 
the stand for himself. He was a wretched 
witness for his own interests, and made 
admissions that destroyed the defense his 
counsel had built up. The district attor- 
ney questioned him about the numerous 
nr«s that had occurred in buildings oc- 


I cupied by him, and he incriminated him- 


J self by his answers. Among the fires men- 
| tionedwere one at No. 48 North Canal 
: street, Newark, in 1879, and another at No. 


j 806 South street, Philadelphia, on Sept. 9, 
: 1880. He denied all recollection of the 


Philadelphia fire, and the prosecution in- 
troduced documents to prove that fire, in- 
cluding Znker's testimony in a suit to 
collect the insurance. 


Zuker is a Russian, 49 years old. He 


i came to America in 1863 and went into 


the clothing business in New York, his 
success enabling him to or>en branch 
stores in fhiladelphia and Newark. 


Ail Appeal for Aid. 


BOSTON, Dec. 29.—The Portuguese con- 


sul at Boston has received a petition from 
St. Michael, Azores, which was sent by 
the Portuguese governor of the province 
of Dom Jacintho de Teres Adao, asking 
aid for thousands of suffering inhabitants 
who lost nearly all their property in a 
great waterspout on Nov. 2. A number 
of lives were lost at the time. Part of the 
city of Povocaao, with a population of 25,- 
000, was carried away, as was also the 
small town of Biveira Quente. The fish- 
ermen off the coast had practically all 
their boats and equipments destroyed. 
The authorities did what they could to re- 
lieve the distress, but so great was the 
suffering that they decided to ask Amer- 
icans to send aid to the various Portu- 
guese consuls. 


An Old Bond Presented for Payment. 


IfEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Cornelius Holden, 


of Brooklyn, went to Mayor Strong's 
office yesterday with a coupon for water 
stock of the city of New York, issued 
March 5, 1776, four months before the 
Declaration of Independence. The coupon 
was signed by Benjamin Blaggie, clerk of 
the board, and on the face of the note it 
Is specified that the city chamberlain will 
pay the bearer four shillings on its pre- 
sentation. Holden's wife came into pos- 
session of the coupon through her father. 
The comptroller is looking up the matter, 
with a view of finding a fund from which 
(he coupon can be redeemed. There to 
only one other similar coupon known to 
be in existence.

Submarine Seutiuel. 


"The submarine sentinel" is the 


name of a new apparatus which has 
quite recently been experimented with 
by the French navy. The final tests 
were made la San Juan Bay by a 
special commission, consisting 
ot 


Captain Fort, Commander of 
the 


French armorciad Magenta; Lieuten- 
ant Serres, the Adjutant of Admiral 
Gervais, and a number of officers from 
the French Mediterranean Squadron. 
The apparatus, which was operated 
from the torpedo boat Sarrizin, sue* 
ceeded in exploding two automatic 
torpedoes which had previously been 
placed in the channel of navigation, 
but without the knowledge of the 
Commander of the Sarrizin.

successful result of this official test has 
beea submitted to the French Minis- 
ter of Marine and the adoption of the 
submarine sentinel by the French 
Navy was strongly recommended by 
the Commission to the higher authori- 
ties. 
In the report Captain Fort 


stated that it was the only apparatus 
so far known offering the advantage 
of being able to clean the bottom of 
channels of hostile waters from ex- 
plosive obstructions placed therein by 
the enemy. Details of the construc- 
tion of the new apparatus are care- 
fully withheld from the public.

When the hilt is cocked 
into position, two triggers, concealed 
in the stock, come fortb, and then the 
weapon is ready for business, witb 
both barrels and twelve inches of cold 
steel.

were armed with these weapons, which 
were secured direct from Paris. This 
one in particular seems to be almost 
new,—Florida Times Union. 


VEBBENAS. 


Verbenas are most satisfactory for 


bedding plantp. The seeds germinate 
-in from eleven to fourteen days, and 
the plants are easily transplanted. 
Set them fifteen inches apart giving 
them a place where they will be shaded 
till the dew is off in the morning it 
possible. They bloom continuously till 
severe frosts come. It is not advis- 
able to plant successive crops of ver- 
benas on the same ground, as the aphis 
is a troublesome enemy and pretty 
sure to appear tho second season.— 
New York Independent.

While variety is unquestionably the 


spice of life, it is equally true, variety 
in food for your chickens during win 
ier, is absolutely necessary if you keep 
them in good health, and working, 
i e.,'filling the egg basket. 
Boiled 


mashed potatoes in which corn anc 
•oats ground is mixed until it crum- 
bles, and fed warm, is all my chickens 
receive for breakfast during winter. 
Whole grains of various kinds are feed 
for supper, and for the mid-day meal, 
they must scratch out millet seed or 
other grains from oat straw scattered 
•over the floor of their *„ scratch pen. 
Pure water and sweet skimmed milk 
foim all liquid food required. Shel- 
ter and feed your poultry in the same 
careful methodical way yon do other 
farm animals and yon will be convinced 
that they give as good profits on the 
money invested as any-other farm pro- 
duct.—American Agriculturist. 


through the country wo see many 
acres of pasture land which, if suf- 
ficiently underdrained, would be very 
valuable. 
As they are now they are 


practically worthless, affording only 
wild and unnutritious grasses, worth 
but little for grazing purposes; in 
/act, Buih lands are disease breeders 
of the live stock *vhich have the run 
of them. Pastures which need under- 
drainage may be cared for BO as to 
present a good appearance to the 
casual observer, bnt when carefully 
examined are found to grow grasses 
of little value. 
If they have been 


seeded to tame grass there is such a 
mixture of water grasses with the 
tame that the pasture is poor. 


If a landowner is doubtful as to the 


benefits of underdraining such land, 
let him put in one or more tile drains 
with good outlets and observe the re- 
sult. 
The wild sour grasses will dis- 


appear and the tame grass sod will 
thicken and glow luxuriantly. The 
live stDck are good judgea. 
In graz- 


ing they will keep :he grass near the 
drains cropped closely because it is 
more palatable to the taste and more 
nutritious. We are confident that the 
value of thousands of acres of pasture 
lands could be greatly enhanced if un- 
derdrained, which are in their present 
condition prnctiaally worthless. Those 
who have given little attention to the 
real condition of their grazing lands 
will be surprised in a careful examina- 
tion of their condition. It will soon 
become apparent to them that where 
there is one blade of good, nutritious 
grass, four or fire may be made to 
grow by a well directed effort in the 
tmderdramage of the land.

BALANCING TH2 BATIOX 


Ever since the silo has come into 


regular use in preserving the corn 
crop, dairymen have been studying to 
find the muscle-making grain to feed 
•with the ensilage. 
Cottonseed meal 


is the cheapest form of "mnscle- 
jnakers," and there is no safer way in 
which to feed it thanj with corn en- 
silage. 
Some farmers have always 


felt that they could grow muscle- 
making crops* cheaper than they could 
buy cottonseed meal, bran or other 
grain. For example, we have told 
how Mr. Bancroft, of Delaware, uses 
hundreds of tons of crimson clover 
and cow peas' in the silo. These crops 
help "balance" the corn ensilage, and 
cat down the grain bill. There are 
farmers who feel that, with present 
low prices of dniry products, good clo- 
ver bay and n lew pcuuds of wheat 
bran will act like the meat in a sand- 
wich to even up the ensilage. In Can- 
ada, a mixture of one part sunflower 
headc, two parts horse beans and four 
parts corn are put into the silo to- 
gether in the hope of obtaining ensil- 
age which is, of itself, a "balanced ra- 
tion." This plan of growing muscle- 
making crops ou the home farm is not 
advocated as strongly as it was several 
years ago. 
The price of bran and cot- 


tonseed meal has fallen so low that, in 
many cases, the old argument fails, 
and it is actually cheaper to buy 
grain than it is to grow clorer or 
peas. In many cases it actually pays 
best to raise a heavy crop of corn for 
the silo on the land nearest the barn, 
and put the other, grass land into tim- 
othy, to bs sold every year—the mon* 
•ey obtained for it to be spent for grain 
rich in muscle-makers. That is just 
•what some long-headed dairymen are 
<!o5ng, and they are making a success 
o* it, loo.—Rural New Yorker.

Cool the milk as soon as possible af- 


ter milking it to sixty degrees temper- 
ature Fahrenheit.

morning's milk 
unless 
both are 


thoroughly cooled. 


Give the butter maker a chance. 


He may know more about the business 
when he's as old as you are. 


If you are not a subscriber to the 


capital stock, subscribe for a share at 
once and share in the profits. 


Tour butter will be made and sold 


at actual cost, less five cents per hun- 
dred pounds of milk delivered. 


Milk should not be kept in tho cel- 


lar over night, as cellars, with very 
few exceptions, cannot be properly 
ventilated. 


The butter maker i? working for 


you the same as for every one who is 
a patron. 
He has a largo family of 


critics on his hands and so has trouble* 
of his own. 


Do not get mad the first time your 


milk is sent home; tMa same accident 
las happened o£ belter regulated 
leaseholds than your own, and may 
lappen again. 


Wash the cans and milk paila in 


warm (not hot) wa.'er immediately af- 
er usingj then thoroughly scald "with 
soiling hot water, laying them on the 
ide in the sun to dry. 


The sooner and more thoroughly 


the milk is cooled tho longer it will 
keep sweet and the better quality but- 
ter it will make, thus increasing the 
profits and your returns. 


Ton should arrange to keep your 


milk cans in a cool, shady place. Keep 
them in water if possible. To insure 
gcod milk, cans should be carefully 
scalded out each moraine; nf ter empty- 
ing; thoroughly aired aud cooled be- 
fore using again. 


Milk should be carefully strained 


before placing it in the cans, the 
covers left off until the milk is ready 
to be loaded into a wagon. All milk 
should be stirred three or four times 
daring the first hour after milking. A 
long handled dipper is tho best for 
this, but any device that can be kept 
clean and sweet will do. 


Patrons are allowed to draw theii 


own skim milk, and are placed upon 
their honor cot to take more than the 
by-laws proscribe. 
If they violate 


this confidence, it will bs necessary to 
enforce the penalty provided, tnd 
adopt a more expensive plan. Fair- 
ness on your part means economy and 
money in your pocket. You mre en- 
titled to three-fourths as much skiaj 
milk as yon deliver whole milk, and 
not a drop more.

boxes to hold her plants, providing 
she puts a good deep layer of pebbles 
in the bottom to provide some sort of 
drainage. Here she can grow parsley; 
chives—which are finer in flayer than 
ouions; tapragon—which is a deli- 
cious flavoring for vinegar for salads, 
thyme, sorrel, mint and whatever tine 
herbs find most favor in her house- 
hold.—American Farmer. 


COMFORT IS THE BATH BOOM. 


It is worthy of note what a differ- 


ence is made by the addition of a few 
inexpensive luxuries to the appearance 
of a bath room. The bath itself mast, 
of course, always be kept spotlessly 
clean and the taps brilliantly polished, 
and the linoleum covering the floor al- 
ways carefully swept and washed; but 
even more than this is needed to make 
a really comfortable bath room. A 
cork or rubber mat should be kept in 
every bath room. Woolen mats are 
useless; they absorb the moisture and 
become unhygienic, A place should be 
found on the wall for a mirror—a plain 
one with a black frame will answer the 
purpose admirably; the longer it is 
the better, and it should be placed 
where there in a good light. Two wire 
trays should also be fastened to the 
wall beside the bath, and low enough 
to be within easy reach of the person 
using it. These are to hold the sponge 
and rlannel and soap when not in use 
during the bath. Also shelves should 
be made and placed upon the walls oi 
every bath room; these may be of 
plain deal, enameled any color that IE 
liked. Upon them may be placed cold 
cream, shaving soap, a bottle of am- 
monia, pumice stone and all the little 
accessories used in the toilet. Plenty 
ot soap should always be provided and 
towels in abundance, and with all 
these little comforts the daily bath 
will be indeed an unmized pleasure.—

of sugar, one white and two yelks of 
eggs, and tablespoon corn starch, two 
dessert spoons of i'oar, one tablespoon 
grated chocolate. Flavor with, vanilla.

Submarine Sentinel. 


"The 
submarine sentinel" is the 


name o£ a new apparatus which has 
quite recently been experimented with 
by the French navy. The final tests 
were made in San Juan Bav by a 
special commission, consisting 
ot 


Captain Fort, Commander of 
the 


French armorciad Magenta; Lieuten- 
ant Serres, the Adjutant of Admiral 
Gervais, and a number of officers from 
the French Mediterranaan Squadron. 
The apparatus, which was operated 
from the torpedo boat Sarrizin, suc- 
ceeded in exploding two automatic- 
torpedoes which had previously been 
placed in the channel of navigation, 
but without the knowledge of the- 
Commander of the Sarrizin. 
The 


successful result of this official test has 
been submitted to the French Minis- 
ter of Marine and the adoption of the 
submarine sentinel by the French 
Navy was strongly recommended by 
the Commission to the higher authori- 
ties. 
In the report Captain Fort 


stated that it was the only apparatus 
so far known offering the advantage 
of being able to clean the bottom of 
channels of hostile waters from ex- 
plosive obstructions placed therein by 
the enemy. Details of the construc- 
tion of the new apparatus are care- 
fully withheld from the public.

oats ground is mixed until it crum- 
bles, and fed warm, is all my chickens 
receive for breakfast during winter. 
Whole grains of various kinds are feed 
for supper, and for the mid-day meal, 
they must scratch out millet seed or 
other grains from oat straw scattered 
over the floor of their ~ scratch pen. 
Pure water and sweet skimmed milk 
form all liquid food required. Shel- 
ter and feed your poultry in the same 
careful methodical way yon do other 
farm animals and yon will be convinced 
that they give as good profits on the 
money invested as any-other Carm pro- 
duct. —American Agriculturist. 


through the country we see many 
acres of pasture land which, if suf- 
ficiently underdrained, would be very 
valuable. 
As they are now they are 


practically worthless, affording only 
wild and tinnutritious grasses, worth 
but little lor grazing purposes; in 
fact, fmoh lands are disease breeders 
of the live stock which have the run 
of them. Pastures which need under- 
drainage may be cared for BO as to 
present a good appearance to the 
casual observer, but when carefully 
examined are fouatl to grow grasses 
of little value. 
If they have been 


seeded to tame grass there is such a 
mixture of water grasses with the 
tame that the pasture is poor. 


If a landowner ie doubtful as to the 


benefits of untlerdraining such land, 
let him put in one or more tile drains 
with good outlets and observe the re- 
sult. 
The wild sour grasses will dis- 


appear and the tame grass sod will 
thicken ami grow luxuriantly. The 
live st jek are good judgea. In graz- 
ing they will keep ;he grass near the 
drains cropped closely because it is 
more palatable to the taste and more 
nutritious. Wo are confident that the 
value of thousands of acres of pasture 
lands could be greatly enhanced if nn- 
derdrained, which are in their present 
condition practiaally worthless. Those 
who have given little attention to the 
real condition of their grazing lands 
will be surprised in a careful examina- 
tion of their condition. It will soon 
become apparent to them that where 
there is one blade of good, nutritious 
grass, four or fiye may be .made to 
grow by a well directed effort ia the 
underdrainage of the land. 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAI11S. 


TO MAKE HOUSEBADISH SAUCE. 


Horseradish sauce is invariably 


served in Germany with all forms of 
beef, either broiled, roasted or boiled. 
To make it boil grated horseradish in 
gravy or plain water, beat up the yolks 
of one or two eggs with half a pint of 
cream and some tarragon v:uegar; 
stir into the horseradish. Lot the 
whole remain on the fire a few min- 
utes, stirring all the time, and before 
it comes to a boil serve in a sauceboat. 
—Pittsbury Dispatch.

TO REGAIN HIS SIGHT.

Ever since tbe silo has come into 


regular use in preserving the corn 
crop, dairymen have been studying to 
find the muscle-making grain to feed 
•with the ensilage. 
Cottonseed meal 


is the cheapest form of "mnscle- 
makere," and there is no safer way in 
which to feed it thanl with corn en- 
silage. 
Some farmers have always 


felt that they could grow mnscfe- 
znaking crops" cheaper than they could 
buy cottonseed meal, bran or other 
grain. For example, we have told 
how Mr. Bancroft, of Delaware, nses 
hundreds of tons of crimson clover 
and cow peas' in the silo. These crops 
help "balance" the corn ensilage, and 
cat down the grain bill. There are 
farmers who leel that, with present 
low prices of dniry products, good clo- 
Ter hay and ft lew pcniids of wheat 
bran will act like ihe meat in a sand- 
wich to even up the ensilage. In Can- 
ada, a mixture of one part sunflower 
head?, two parts horse beans and four 
parts corn are put into the silo to- 
gether in the hope of obtaining ensil- 
age which is, of itself, a "balanced ra- 
tion." This plan of growing muscle- 
making crops oil the home farm is not 
advocated as strongly as it was several 
.years ago. The price of bran and cot- 
tonseed meal has fallen so low that, in 
many cases, the old argument fail?, 
and it is actually cheaper to buy 
grain than it is to grow clover or 
peas. Jn many cases it actually pays 
best to raise a heavy crop of corn for 
the silo on the land nearest the barn, 
and put the other, grass land into tim- 
othy, to bs sold every year— the moa» 
*y obiaioed for it to be spent for grain 
rich in muscle-makers. That is just 
•whnt some long-headed dairymen are 
doing, and Ihey are making a success 
of it, too. — Rural New Yorker.

First of all, do not mix night's and

Give the butter maker a chance. 


He may know more about the business 
when he's as old as you are. 


If you are not a subscriber to the

Tour butter will be made and sold 


at actual cost, lees five cents per hun- 
dred pounds of milk delivered. 


Milk should not be kept in tho cel- 


lar over night, as cellars, with very 
few exceptions, cannot be properly 
ventilated.

you the eame as for every one who is 
a patron. 
He has a largo family of 


critics on his hands and so lias trouble* 
of his own. 


Do not get mad the first time your 


milk is sent home; tbis same accident 
las happened of belter regulated 
lonseholds than your own, and mav 
lappen again. 


Wash the cans and milk paila in 


warm (not hot) wa.'er immediately af- 
er using, then thoroughly scald with 
boiling hot water, laying them on the 
side in the suu to dry. 


The sooner and more thoroughly 


the milk is cooled tho longer it Vill 
keep sweet and the better quality bat- 
ter it will make, thus increasing the 
profits and your returns. 


You should arrange to keep your 


milk cans in a cooJ, shady place. Keep 
them in water if possible. To insure 
good milk, cans should lie carefully 
scalded out each morning nfter empty- 
ing; thoroughly aired aiid cooled be- 
fore using again. 


Milk should be carefully strained 


before placing it in the cans, the 
covers left off until the milk is ready 
to be loaded into a wagon. All milk 
should be stirred three or four times 
daring the first hoar after milking. A 
long handled dipper is tho best for 
this, but any device that can ba kept 
clean and sweet will do. 


Patrons are allowed to draw theii 


own skim milk, and are placed upon 
their honor not to take more than the 
by-laws prescribe. 
If they violate 


this confidence, it will ba necessary to 
enforce the penalty provided, tnd 
adopt a more expensive plan. Fair- 
ness on your part means economy and 
money in your pocket. You are en- 
titled to three-fourths aa much skirt 
milk a« you deliver whole milk, and 
not a drop more.

A careful housewife can keep gar- 


nishings and seasonings always at hand 
by having a little window garden in 
her kitchen, and sh& needs nothing 
more elaborate than old cans and 
boxes to hold her plants, providing 
she puts a good deep layer of pebbles 
in the bottom to provide some sort of 
drainage. Here she can grow parsley; 
chives—which are finer in flavor than 
onions; tapragon—which is a deli- 
cious flavoring for vinegar for salads, 
thyme, sorrel, mint and whatever tine 
herbs find most favor in her house- 
hold.—American Farmer. 


COHPORI IS THE 3ATH ItOOM. 


It is worthy of note what a differ- 


ence is made by the addition of a few 
inexpensive luxuries lo the appearance 
of a bath room. The bath itself must, 
of course, always be kept spotlessly 
clean and the taps brilliantly polished, 
and the linoleum covering the floor al- 
ways carefully swept and washed; but 
even more than this is needed to make 
a really comfortable bath room. A 
cork or rubber mat should be kept in 
every bath room. Woolen mats are 
useless; they absorb the moisture and 
become unhygienic, A place should be 
found on the wall for a mirror—a plain 
one with a black frame will answer tua 
purpose admirably; the longer it is 
the better, and it should be placed 
where there in a good light. Two wire 
trays should also be fastened to the 
wall beside the bath, and low enough 
to be within easy reach of Ihe person 
using it. These are to hold the sponge 
and tiannel and soap when not in use 
during the bath. Also shelves should 
be made and placed upon the walls oi 
every bath room; these may be oJ 
plain deal, enameled any color that is 
liked. Upon them may be placed cold 
cream, eliaving soap, a bottle of am- 
monia, pumice stone and all the little 
accessories used in the toilet. Plenty 
of soap should always be provided and 
towels in abundance, 
and with all 


thete little comforts the daily bath 
will be indeed an unmixed pleasure.—

Delicious Sweet Potato Croque ties— 


Take cold boiled sweet potatoes, put 
through a fruit press or sieve, form 
into cakes, ilip in egg and roll in 
cracker crumbs; fry in deep fat. 


Aunt Lydia's Gingerbread—Add to 


one well beaten egg one cup of molas- 
ses, one cup of flour, one teaspoonfnl 
each of salt, ginger and eoda, and one- 
half cup of boiling water. Bake in a 
shallow pan. 


Apple Cream—Core large tarfc ap- 


ples, fill holes with sugar and bake. 
Into a pint of boiling milk stir half a 
cup of sugar and the beaten yelk of 
one egg; when cold, flavor with va- 
nilla and pour over apples. 


Steamed Graham Bread—One cup 


Indian meal, one graham flour, one 
sour milk, one warm water and one- 
half cup of molasses; add one tea- 
spoon soda and salt to ta^te. Steam 
three hours and thsn dry iu oven. 


For Chocolate Pie—Scald one and 


one-half pints milk, add one-half cup 
of gugar, one white and t^ro yelks of 
eggs, and tablespoon corn starch, two 
dessert spoocs of i'onr, one tablespoon 
grated chocolate. Flavor with vanilla. 


An Original and Improved Way to 


Cook Squash—Cut a hubbard squash 
into pieces of a size suitable to serve 
one person and place in kettle, skin 
side up. Pour over it a cup of brown

sugar and enough water to partly cov- 
er. Cook slowly until tbe water is ab- 
. sorbed. 


Boast Grease—Take a brace of care- 


fully picked and cJeaned grouse. Tis 
a piece of raw fat bacon over Jheir 
breasts and then wrap them up in a 
piece of buttered paper.

The Gregorian Calendar. 


The piesenMhne" measurement that 


is now used by nearly all nations is the 
Temodeled system adopted by Julius 
Caesar in the year 46 B. C. 
There 


were 35 4» 36° and 365 days in the 
Greek year at different times. Under 
Numa the Roman year had 355 days, 
and there was so much variance be- 
tween the civil and the astronomical 
year thatJ the autumn leasts were cele- 
brated in the spring, and those of har- 
vest in midwinter. Every second year 
*n extra month, called Marcedonius, 
was added. This^month^had no cer- 
tain length, but was arranged by the 
pontiffs as they saw fit, which n&ural- 
ly gave rise to corruption and fraud, 
interfering with the duration of office 
and the collection of debts. In order 
to restore the seasons to their proper 
months it was necessary for Caeesar to 
make^the year in which he inaugurat- 
ed the change^contain 445 days. On 
the hypothesis" that the astronomical 
year consisted of 365^ days, he had 
each fourth year contain 366 days aud 
the others 365.

The New England Homestead is a 


paper that keeps close watch on the 
agricultural industries of the country, 
frequently publishing full statistical 
report on special topics. In a recent 
issue it deals with the apple crop of 
1896, which it estimates at 59,000,000 
barrels as agains'. 60,000,000 last year, 
and 57,000,000 in 1894. The crop 
was believed to be almost phenomenal 
earlier in the season, and while it is so 
in certain parts of New England, New 
York, Michigan and elsewhere, in 
other parts it is very poor, as, for ex 
ample, here in Pennsylvania. New 
York shows a crop of 16,000,000 barrels 
as against 7,000,000 barrels in 1895. 
Michigan has the largest crop she has 
ever grown, and the quality of it is as 
fine as the crop is large. 


The failure of the home crop has 


been almost complete, through a vari- 
ety of causes. The hurricane which 
swept over the eastern portion of this 
State in the early days of October fin- 
ished what was left of the crop, which, 
however, was very inferior in quality

tamo that the pasture is poor. 


It' a landowner i? doubtful as to the 


benefits of underdraining such land, 
let him put in one or more tile drains 
with good outlets and observe the re- 
sult. 
The wild sour grasses will dis- 


appear and the tame grass sod will 
thicken and giow luxuriantly. The 
Jive stack are good judges. 
In graz- 


ing they will keep the grass near the 
drains cropped closely because ifc is 
mpre palatable to the taste and more 
nutritious. We are confident that the 
value of thousands of acres of pasture 
lands could be greatly enhanced if un- 
derdrained, which are in their present 
condition practiaally worthless. Those 
who have given little attention to the 
real condition of their grazing lands 
will be surprised in a careful examina- 
tion of tbeir condition. It will eooa 
become apparent to tbem that where 
there ia one blade of good, nutritions 
grass, four or five may be made to 
grow by a well directed effort in the 
underdrainage of tha land.

HINTS 10 CHEAMKBY PATRONS. 


Do not drive cows with a dog. 
Never use anything but tin vessels 
to put milk in. 


Be n-ot surprised if your milk does 


not show the same result each time it 
a tested. 


Never cover cans with milk in them 


with tight covers, until ready to go to 
the factory. 


Foul-smelling milk, or milk from 


foul-smelling cans, will not be taken 
at the creamery. 


"Watch the butter maker clean the 


separator some day and learn what a 
filthy lot we are. 


Cool the milk as soon as possible af- 


ter milking it to sixty degrees temper- 
ature Fahrenheit. 


First of all, do not mix night's and 


morning's milk 
unless 
both are 


thoroughly cooled. 


Give the butter maker a chance. 


He may know more about tka business 
when he's as old as you are. 


If you are not a subscriber to the 


capital stock, subscribe for a share at 
once and share in the profits. 


Tour butter will be made and sold 


at actual cost, less five cents per hun- 
dred pounds of milk delivered.

ter using., then thoroughly scald "with 
boiling hot water, laying them on the 
side in the sun to dry. 


The sooner and more thor^u^hly 


the milk is cooled the longer it 'will 
keep sweet aud the better quality but- 
ter ib will make, thus increasing the 
profits and your returns.

You should arrange to keep your 


milk cans in a cool, shady place. Keep 
them in water if possible. To insure 
gcod milk, cans shonM be carefully 
scalded out each morning after emplj- 
ing; thoroughly aired and cooled be- 
fore using again. 


Milk should be carefully strained 


before placing it jn the cans, the 
covers left off until the milk is ready 
to be loaded into a wagon. AH milk 
should be stirred throe or four times 
duriog the first hour after milking. A 
long handled dipper is iho best for 
this, but say device that can bo kept 
clean and sweet wail do. 


Patrons are allowed to dra- their

C03IFOKI IN THE BATH BOOM. 


It is worthy of note what a differ- 


ence is made by the addition of a few 
inexpensive luxuries to the appearance 
of a bath room. The bath itself must, 
of course, always be kept spotlessly 
clean and the taps brilliantly polished", 
and the linoleum covering the floor al- 
ways carefully swept and washed; but 
even more than this is needed to make 
a really comfortable bath room. A 
cork or rubber mat should be kept in 
every bath room. 
"Woolen mats are 


useless; they absorb the moisture and 
becotie unhygienic, A place should be 
found on the wall for a mirror—a plain 
one with a black frame will answer the 
purpose admirably; the longer it is 
the better, and it should be placed 
where there in a good light. Two wire 
trays should also be fastened to the 
wall beside the bath, and low enough 
to be within easy reach of the person 
using it. These are to hold the sponge 
and Hannel and eoap when not ?n use 
during the bath. Also shelves should 
be made and placed upon the walls oi 
every bath room; these may be of 
plain deal, enameled any color that is 
liked. Upon them may be placed cold 
cream, shaving soap, a bottle of am- 
monia, pumice stone and all the little 
accessories used in the toilet. Plenty 
of soap should always be provided and 
towels in abundance, and with all 
the£.e little comforts the daily bath 
will be indeed an unmixed pleasure.— 
London Morning.

eggs, and tablespoon corn starch, two 
dessert spoons of Hoar, one tablespoon 
grated chocolate. Flavor with vanilla.

Cook Squash—Cut a hnbbard squash 
into pieces of a size suitable to serve 
one person and place in kettle, skin 
side up. Pour over it a cop of brown 
sugar and enough water to partly cov- 
er. Cook slowly until the water is ab- 
sorbed. 


Boast Grouse—Take a brace of care- 


fully picked and cleaned grouse. Tie 
a piece of raw fat bacon over iuei* 
breasts and then wrap them up in a 
piece of buttered paper.

Submarine. Sentiuel. 


"The submarine sentinel" Is tha 


name of a new apparatus which 
quite recently been experimented wit! 
by the French navy. The final tea! 
were made in San Juan Bay by a1 
special commission, consisting 
ot! 


Captain Fort, Commander of the 
French armor clad Magenta; Lieuten- 
ant Serres, the Adjutant of Admiral 
Gervais, and a number of officers from. 
the French Mediterranean Squadron. 
The apparatus, which was operated 
from the torpedo boat Sarrizin, sue- 
ceeded in exploding two automatic 
torpedoes which had previously been 
placed in the channel of navigation, 
bat without the knowledge of the 
Commander of the Sarrizin. 
Tha 


successful result of this official test has 
been submit ted to the French Minis- 
ter of Marine and the adoption of tha 
submarine sentinel by the French 
Navy was strongly recommended by 
the Commission to the higher authori- 
ties. 
In the report Captain Fort 


stated that it was the only apparatus 
so far known offering the advantage 
of being able to clean the bottom of 
channels of hostile waters from ex- 
plosive obstructions placed therein bj 
bhe enemy. Details of the construc- 
tion of the new apparatus are care- 
fully withheld from the public.

When the hilt is cocked 
into position, two triggers, concealed 
in the stock, come forth, and then the 
weapon is ready for business, with 
both barrels and twelve inches ol oold 
steel.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMICS.

"The household," she said, "has 


long received attention, in fact ever 
since mankind emerged from savagery, 
but it has never hitherto been studied 
scientifically. 
For this reason preju- 


dice has crystallized about the sub- 
ject, everyone imagining that he or 
she understood it because familiar 
with it from earliest childhood. 
As a 


matter of fact, deep study is necessary 
if one would do justice to this most 
important expression of civilized life. 


"There are three forms under which 


life exhibits itself—the individual, the 
household and the State. 
Of those 


the household and the State are as 
much living organisms as the individu- 
al, and only by treating them as such 
can they be understood. 
The house- 


hold is the connecting liak between 
the individual and the State, and there 
can never be any social life nntii the 
organization of the family Las been 
achieved. 


'The study of tho household does 


not mean simply to learn how to keep 
house. 
It includes that, but vastly 


more beside. 
Hitherto household 


matters have been dismissed in an off- 
hand manner as 'woman's wori,' or 
spoken of by the poet as 'light house- 
hold tasks.' 
To nndeistand the sub- 


ject rightly a woman should study the 
effect of situation, architecture, light, 
ventilation, drainage and many other 
things on the home. All this necessi-

A Meiiieine Craze. 


A man in Vienna has developed a ma- 


nia for medicine, of which he swallowa 
large doses (laity, although suffering 
from no illness. This is a form of lu- 
nacy not altogether unknown, 


To Heckington, in England, belongs 


the honor of being the birthplace of the 
largest consumer of medicine the world 
has ever known. This was Mr. Samuel 
Jessup, a rich grazier, who died in 1817. 
He was in many ways eccentric, but 5n 
none so much as in pill-taking, or what 
a chronicler of the period describes as 
"a most inordinate craving for phy- 
eick." 


The following figures may be regard- 


ed as incredible, but there seems to be 
no reason to doubt their accuracy. In 
the twenty-one years, from 1795 to 
181G, 
Mr. Jeasup consumed 226,934 pills, 


which is at the rate of 10,806 a year, or 
20 a day. 


Many more of these were taken in the 


later than in the earlier years. Frotrn 
181-1 to 1816, a period of fire years, the 
rate of consumption averaged seventy- 
eight a day, while in one single year, 
1814, Mr. Jessup swallowed as many as 
61,500 pills. 


These astounding figures came out in 


the course of an action tried at the Lin- 
coln Assizes, in 1817, when an apothe- 
cary of Bottesford, who had supplied 
the whole of the medicine, sued Mr. 
Jessup for the amount of his bill. In 


ite of taking all these pills, with the 


addition of 40,000 bottles of mixtures 
and juleps and electuaries, Mr. Jessup, 
who was unmarried, lived to the age of 
65. 
The apothecary's bill, for the 


amount of which he was sued, covered 
no less than fifty-five long and closely 
written columns.
